A badl 
organized staff is always a drag upon 
his energies. ‘There are too many 
square pegs in’round holes in the bu- 
reau offices... They are overmanned 
and much work is duplicated. There 
are between thirty and forty thousand 
employés when there should be only 
half as many. There is often little 
co-ordination of effort, and in some 
of. the districts time is wasted in set- 

feuds. But these things could be 
straightened -out by a director who 
had a talent for organization and 
would stand for no trifling. But he 
would have. to make the politicians 
keep their distance. 
. Hospitalization, as ‘it now exists, is 
the intolerable wrong. Here the poli- 
ticlans. have played e part, asking 
for locations desired by constipaents 
who are concerned more about sales 
of sites and building contracts than 
about the care of the disabled veterans 
and the cure of the sick. It was three 
years before the first modern hospital 
was finished for the Government. 


Thousands of veterans, including tu- 


berculosis. ‘cases, are. still awaiting 
proper treatment, Hospitals are build- 
ing where the need for. them is not 
urgent, because the politicians wanted 
them’ built. Under the cireamstances 
it is not true that the peak of fos- 
pitalization is passed... The Govern- 
ment’s record is hard to defend. The 
American Legion will never be satis- 
fied until things are done right, ‘and 
therefore much depends upon a 
thorough -reerganization of the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau with politics eliminated.

“ POTENTIAL” ‘EXAMINATIONS. 

President LowE.t in his annual re- 
port has some interesting comments 
upon a type of examination now in 
vogue at Harvard. -The ordinary test 
seeks to discover and appraise the ex- 
tent to which the student has pos- 
sessed himself of a knowledge of the 
specific matters presented in lecture 
courses and in prescribed textbooks. 
The new style of examination aims to 
find out the student’s. ability to use 
and apply the knowledge to which the 
course of study relates. It also ap- 
parently tests the student’s general 
acquaintance with ‘a province -of 

eclentifio inquiry, rather than his 
familiarity with those particular. as- 
pects of it which may have been em- 
phasized in the classroom. ‘This''*po- 
tential’ examination, indicative of 
the student’s power correctly to apply 
to~ concrete’ situations, 
must be successfully passed, in addi- 
tion to “the informational tests, as a 
prerequisite to a degree. 

The President of Harvard is aware 
that the older informational test may, 
in varying degrees, elicit the ability 
whose presence or absence is now to 
be gauged by the ‘‘ potential ’’ test. 
Indeed, in the field of mathematics, 
the solution of problems, provided 
they .are. properly framed, will dis- 
close something of this adaptive or 
practical power—a fact which, deubt- 
less, accounts in: part‘for ‘“ the nat- 
“ural man’s iistinctive aversion to 
** mathematics.’’ 

The new plan seemp rational and 
promising. The college “ student, 
among other peculiar attributes, is 
often likely, in a particular subject, to 
become a victim of ‘‘ one book."” Nor 
is the failing one that college teactiers

Special Cable to Tue Rew-Youx Trexs. 

LONDON,. Feb. 2.— Wholesale prices 
have risen in January, says The Econo- 
mist; its index number — increased 
by 60 points. *
